A Hatchet Lake woman is setting 
up Canada's first pet-fostering net¬ 
work for military members serv¬ 
ing overseas. 

Amanda Layton understands 
how difficult 
owning a mili¬ 
tary pet can be. 
When her hus¬ 
band was de¬ 
ployed to the 
Middle East on 
the HMCS Iro¬ 
quois, he left her 
in charge of their 
unusual family: 
five Chihuahuas, 
one Pug and one 
cat. 

"We're trying 
to gather foster 
homes that would be available to 
take the burden off our troops when 
they're deployed and need to find a 
home for their pet," Layton says. 
That's why she and friend Tara 
Bayne set up Canadian Military Pets 
Foster Network (it can be found on 
Facebook under that name.) 

As soldiers can be stationed any¬ 
where in Canada, they often don't 
have family in the area. 

"We know how difficult it is. 
We've been through it ourselves," she 


said. Layton and her husband, and 
the Chihuahuas and the cat, drove 
from B.C. to Halifax. "There are some 
families that just can't do it. We hope 
that with this network, we'll really 
be able to support our members." 

"To board their animals for 


months at a time is just financially 
not feasible," she added. 'Also, it 
takes an animal out of an environ¬ 
ment it's comfortable in. If you 
can give it a home environment, 
it's much better for the dog, or cat 
or bird or anything else that needs 


to be taken care of." 

And they're looking for a few 
good homes to join the network. 

"We hope that if we get the word 
out, we can attract more trust¬ 
worthy, reliable homes that can 
take pets."

DeY¬ 
oung smashed the unmarked police 
car out of his path and sped away.

Nova Scotia to get 
coolest seasonal 
temps this year

They said they’re not too bothered about the idea of a cool, wet summer in Nova Scotia. 


This summer will be hotter 
than usual all across the 
country — except in Nova 
Scotia. 

"Really in Nova Scotia, 
we're looking at a little cooler 
than normal in the western 
part of the province and near 
normal in the rest," said Dave 
Phillips, senior climatologist 
at Environment Canada. 

He said with the exception 
of Vancouver Island, most of 
Nova Scotia and Newfound¬ 
land, summer temperatures 
from coast to coast will be 
several degrees warmer, 
making it the 19th summer 
out of the past 25 with 
above-average temperatures. 

A group of grade seven 
students from Park West 
School in Clayton Park were 
down at the waterfront yes¬ 
terday afternoon, enjoying 
some Cows ice cream while 
they shivered in sweaters 
and jackets. 

When they found out the 
weather may not get much 


better this summer, they said 
it's no sweat off their backs. 

"That's okay," said Park 
West School student Brandon 
Gottschalk, smiling with blue 
lips and teeth from his 
colourful ice cream. 

But not everyone was so 
laissez-faire about the fore¬ 
cast. 

"That sucks," said one 
woman, shivering in a hoodie 
while selling tickets for a 


harbour boat tour. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil was optimistic about 
the situation, saying the 
tourism department should 
market cool summer 
weather to Canadians who 
might be looking for a break 
from the heat. 

"Come enjoy a beer on our 
nice cool patios," he said, 
laughing. 

In addition to normal or 


cooler-than-normal temper¬ 
atures in Nova Scotia this 
summer, from Yarmouth to 
Halifax, the province will 
also be wetter, Phillips said. 

But he clarified these are 
only initial predictions and 
the forecast could change at 
any time. 

"I would bet maybe a 
loonie or two on the forecast;

Province in dark over wait times 


Cancer therapy 
slowest in Canada

Breast cancer patients in 
Nova Scotia face longer wait 
times for chemotherapy than 
women in the rest of Canada, 
but chaotic record keeping 
means nobody knows ex¬ 
actly how bad it is. 

A report released yester¬ 
day by the Canadian Breast 
Cancer Network shows that 
Nova Scotians wait 6.9 
weeks from detection of 
breast cancer to therapy and 
then 12.6 weeks to start 
chemo. In B.C., the median 
wait time for chemo is three 
days — but the records don't 
say three days from when. 

Dianne Eakins says that's 
the real problem. 

"There are no national

benchmarks," said Eakins, 
speaking for the network. 
She said provincial cancer 
agencies need to agree on a 
definition for wait times and 
report them in a standard¬ 
ized method. "If somebody 
enters the system with a 
mammogram that is abnor¬ 
mal, the tracking of the in¬ 
formation has to be the same 


so that they can report the 
wait times." 

Once there is a standard, 
experts can detect problems 
and think about solutions. 

'Anecdotally, people from 
Nova Scotia say wait times 
are a problem," said Eakins. 
"But anecdotal is not good 
enough - we need the actual 
information." 


Minister won't rule 
out N.S. carbon tax 


Province looking 
at ways to reduce 
waste footprint

Nova Scotia's environment 
minister is not ruling out 
carbon taxing as a way to re¬ 
duce the province's environ¬ 
mental footprint. 

'As far as I'm concerned, 
everything's on the table at 
this point," Mark Parent said 
yesterday. 

B.C. was the first Canadian 
province to announce carbon 
taxing which comes into ef¬ 
fect this summer. Quebec in¬ 
troduced a form of carbon 
tax that pays companies for 
use of green technologies, 
and Manitoba has a tax on 
coal. 

At the end of May, it was 
reported that Ontario Pre¬ 
mier Dalton McGuinty was 
looking at a cap-and-trade 


system for the province in 
place of carbon taxing. 

But Nova Scotia's govern¬ 
ment has yet to make any 
hard and fast decisions about 
putting a price on carbon in 
hopes of reducing green¬ 
house gas emissions. 

The energy and environ¬ 
ment departments are cur¬ 
rently working on a climate 
change action plan and re¬ 
newed energy strategy, 
which are expected to be 
complete by fall. 

The goal of the plan is to 
see a 10 per cent reduction in 
the province's greenhouse 
gas emissions from 1990 lev¬ 
els by the year 2020. 

Parent has said in the past 
the province faces a huge 
challenge to meet this goal 
because of its reliance on coal 
for electricity. 

But he said the govern¬ 
ment will come forward 
with the best plan for Nova 
Scotia in September.

Two 12-year-oids plead 
not guilty in sex assault 


Four boys accused 
of attacking girl

Two 12-year-old boys 
pleaded not guilty yesterday 
to sexually as¬ 
saulting a 10-year- 
old girl in a 
north-end Halifax 
park.

The boys allegedly produced 
a knife during the assault 
near the Halifax Explosion 
monument.

not charged. 

The two 12-year-olds 
were arrested and released 
to their parents on May 22. 
Each faces charges of sexual 
assault, sexual assault with 
a weapon, possession of a 
weapon for a dangerous 
purpose and two counts of 
uttering threats. 

Yesterday, the 
boys left their 
mothers' sides in 
youth court to 
make their plea in 
front of Judge 
Pam Williams. 

They stood with their 
hands clasped in front of 
them, fidgeting slightly and 
starring blankly, as their 
lawyers entered their not 
guilty pleas. 

One of the boys wore a 
black velour tracksuit and 
sneakers. The other wore a 
Philadelphia Eagles jersey, 
black jogging pants and 
sneakers.

Torn sail doesn’t 
break the crew’s 
lively spirit

With the Rolling Stones blar¬ 
ing, Nova Scotia is back on 
track. 

On Wednesday the crew 
got off to a tough start in the 
New York to Nova Scotia leg 
of the Clipper 07/08 Round 
the World Yacht Race when 
one of their sails tore and 
needed to be repaired. 

But the crew battled back 
and as of yesterday sit tied for 
fourth as part of a leading tier 
of ships all within a few nau¬ 
tical miles of each other, bat¬ 
tling for the lead. 

Opposing ships will disap¬ 
pear from view entirely only 
to come back within metres 
of the Nova Scotia hours later. 
The crew works in shifts, 
working for three or four 
hours then sleeping for three 
or four hours repeated con¬ 
stantly throughout the day. 

For a group of people who 
never sleep more than a few 
hours at a time, they're re¬ 
markably fun to be around. It 
starts with the skipper, Rob 
Mchmaly who hkes to crack 
jokes in his wry British accent 
and once showed up for a 
skipper meeting with a coffee 
in hand, clip board under his 


shoulder ... and riding on a 
skateboard. 

The crew's laugh-fiHed dis¬ 
cussions range from wind 
patterns to whether cottage 
cheese should be banned to 
whether it'd be feasible to 
fling things at opposing 
yachts with a makeshift 
slingshot. 

But when they're racing 
the competitive nature comes 
out. Even when the ship is 
tilted at a steep angle (causing 


the writer to nearly fall into 
the loo not once but three 
times), they move around the 
ship with seamless efficiency 
to correct the sails and utilize 
every gust of win. Rock music 


flows out of a speaker above 
board to keep them pumped 
up. 

In such a tight race, it's 
their dedicated out-sailing of 
opponents that has them in 


the hunt for first. Of course, 
the other boats seem to be 
having fun as well. At one 
point a skipper quizzed one of 
her counterparts in a differ¬ 
ent boat over the radio, from 
a magazine quiz entitled 
"How old is your body re¬ 
ally?" 

The Nova Scotia and the 
rest of the fleet are set to ar¬ 
rive in Halifax Harbour on 
Sunday.

Put effort into rehabilitation: Expert

The Youth Criminal Justice 
Act favours treating the of¬ 
fender above everything else, 
but that approach is doomed 
to failure if the resources 
aren't there, says a leading 
criminologist. 

"The YCJA emphasizes re¬ 
habilitation is the No. 1 pri¬ 
ority — not incarceration, 
not pubhc safety, not the vic¬ 
tim," says Don Clairmont, di¬ 
rector of the Atlantic 
Institute of Criminology. 

The underlying assump¬ 
tion is that a youth's brain 
isn't fully formed. As the rest 
of us have to live with the 
young offender for another 
70 years, it's cheaper and

safer to fix them. 

"Obviously, when things 
happen to you, you want the 
person punished," Clairmont 
observes. 

The problem is that follow 
up is often "extremely weak 
and we get the worst of both 
worlds." The youth isn't re¬ 
habilitated and the public is 
not protected. We need to en¬ 
sure the youth's social-sup- 
port network is built up and 
that the youth is monitored 


and going to treatment, he 
said. 

"If they say they're going 
to rehabilitate them, let's 
make sure they bloody well 
rehabilitate them." 

He compares it to the 
1960s, when people were re¬ 
leased from mental hospitals 
into "community treatment" 
— but there was no commu¬ 
nity treatment to speak of. "It 
meant that you had people 
out on the streets who really 
shouldn't have been there." 

"If the alternative to pun¬ 
ishment and incarceration is 
nothing, just empty words, 
then I think the public would 
be outraged," he says. "Don't 
just BS us about rehabilita¬ 
tion — show us that you can 
deliver it."

"I want to give my word 
to all the women of Canada 
that the Liberal Party of

"This is not a crime bill and 
this is a way to reopen the de¬ 
bate we don't want to re¬ 
open."

Peace bond for Khadr? 


Committee 
looking for ways 
to repatriate 

A Canadian parliamentary 
committee investigating the 
imprisonment of Omar 
Khadr is looking at whether 
he could be brought back 
home on a peace bond. Com¬ 
mittee MPs preparing a re¬ 
port for the government are 
studying a section of the 
Criminal Code that permits a 
provincial court judge to 
limit the freedoms of some¬ 


one released into the com¬ 
munity in an effort to reduce 
the potential threat that per¬ 
son might pose. 

The rarely used section 
was used in a terrorism case 
for the first time last year 
when charges were stayed 
against six of the 18 suspects 
in the alleged "homegrown 
terrorism" plot. The Penta¬ 
gon is also determined to 
prosecute Khadr and there's 
pressure from Washington to 
complete his trial before the 
Nov. 4 U.S. presidential elec¬ 
tion. 


Khadr, now 21, was shot 
and captured in Afghanistan 
at the age of 15 after fatally 
wounding a U.S. soldier in a 
firefight. 

Since coming to power in 
2006, Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper has been un¬ 
wavering in his support for 
the U.S. prosecution of 
Khadr, despite recent pres¬ 
sure at home to intervene 
and largely sympathetic re¬ 
ports written by Canadian 
government officials who 
meet Khadr for "welfare vis¬ 
its."

Toronto police arrest 17 in bust of notorious street gang 


Toronto police have arrested 
17 people who they say are 
members of MS-13, a notori¬ 
ous street gang with roots in 
Latin America. The suspects 
face dozens of charges that 
include conspiracy to commit 


murder. During a five-month 
investigation, police said, 
they learned MS-13 was tar¬ 
geting a member of Canada's 
justice system, but refused to 
be more specific. The sus¬ 
pects are facing a total of 63 


charges, and police said they 
seized 6.5 kg of cocaine dur¬ 
ing the raid. 

Two years ago, the U.S. 
Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion (FBI) identified MS-13 as 
the most significant street- 


gang threat in the United 
States. Around that time the 
FBI started working closely 
with Canadian authorities to 
prevent the gang from get¬ 
ting a foothold in Canada, 
Toronto Police chief Bill Blair 


said. 

Even so, Blair added, 
"there are indications of MS- 
13 involvement in every 
large Canadian city, from 
Vancouver all the way to the 
East Coast." reuters

FAULTY WHEELS Canadian 
safety inspectors warned 
North America’s railroads 
on Thursday to find up to 
12,000 freight car wheel 
sets that remain in use, 
despite having been 
recalled years ago for safety 
problems. The wheel sets, 
made by CN Railway 
between iggS and 2001, 
have been blamed for at 
least 15 derailments in 
Canada and an unknown 
number of accidents in the 
United States, according to 
the Transportation Safety 
Board.

Obama mocks 
health-care plan 


Alleged planner of 
attacks welcomes 
death penalty 

The accused al Qaeda master¬ 
mind of the Sept. 11 attacks 
stood in a U.S. military court 
yesterday, sang a chant of 
praise to Allah and said he 
would welcome the death 
penalty. 

"This is what I wish, to be 
martyred," Pakistani captive 
Khalid Sheikh Mohammed, 
the highest-ranking al Qaeda 
operative in U.S. custody, told 
the Guantanamo war crimes 
court. 

He and four accused co¬ 
conspirators appeared in 
court at the Guantanamo Bay 
U.S. naval base in Cuba for the 
first time on charges that 
could result in their execution. 

As the judge questioned 
him about whether he was 


satisfied with the U.S. military 
lawyer appointed to defend 
him, Mohammed stood and 
began to sing in Arabic, cheer¬ 
fully pausing to translate his 


own words into English. 

"My shield is AUah most 
high," he said, adding that his 
religion forbade him from ac¬ 
cepting a lawyer from the U.S. 


and that he wanted to act as 
his own attorney 
He criticized the U.S. for 
fighting in Afghanistan and 
Iraq, waging what he called "a 
crusader war," and enacting 
illegal laws, including those 
authorizing same-sex mar¬ 
riages.

Sailing home to Newfound¬ 
land after 35 years in 
Toronto, Robert O'Brien was 
struck by the beauty of the 
coastal landscape — and the 
filthy mess wrapped round it 
like a noose. 

It was 1997, and O'Brien 
was sailing in a flotilla to 
commemorate the 500th an¬ 
niversary of John Cabot's ar¬ 
rival in North America, but 
what he was seeing was a 
shocking display of what has 
happened to the waters since 
then. 

"It's everywhere, ocean lit¬ 
ter. It's frightening," the self- 
made businessman says, 
adding that most of it comes 
off boats — about 80 per cent

from fishing boats. 

He was disgusted — and 
inspired to found Ocean Net, 
a grassroots organization 
dedicated to cleaning up 
coastlines through volunteer 
work. Today, it boasts more 
than 25,000 members in 
2,000 communities across 
Newfoundland who take to 
the shore at least once a year, 
garbage bags in hand. 

"Sometimes we do it twice 
a year, with aU the litter com¬ 


ing off the ocean. You wonder 
where it comes from. Where 
did that mattress come 
from?" he muses about one 
particularly strange find. "It 
was a single mattress. Maybe 
someone had it on a boat. 

"Someone has to take 
stewardship of the environ¬ 
ment," he explains. "You're 
only one person, but you 
know, even if you recycled or 
composted, you reduce your 
human footprint. If we aH did 
that, we could reduce our 
footprint by 75 per cent." 

He quotes his friend and 
fellow Canadian Environ¬ 
ment Award honoree Jon 
lien: "God help me if some¬ 
thing happened to the envi¬ 
ronment while I was on 
watch."

A painful Olympic movement 


I magine how much better the 
Olympic Games could be were 
it not for the nitwits who run 
them. 

What’s the deal with these 
clowns? Why is it that the mem¬ 
bers of the International Olympic 
Committee can only be described 
with adjectives that start with the 
letter i? You know — irritating, ig¬ 
norant, insensitive, insensible, idi¬ 
otic... 

One of them, someone named 
Gian Franco Kasper, actually was 
quoted as saying this in an effort 
to explain why women should con¬ 
tinue to be banned from ski jump¬ 
ing in the Olympics: From a 
“medical point of view, (ski jump¬ 
ing is not) appropriate for ladies.” 
Huh? 

Am 1 missing something here? Is 
there something about a female 
body that doesn’t allow them to 


fly through the air 
as well as a male 
body can? 

Oh, and then 
there was Jacques 
Rogge’s rationale for 
the prohibition of 
women’s ski jump¬ 
ing. Rogge is the 
president of the IOC 
and, you would sus¬ 
pect, intelligent. I’m afraid, how¬ 
ever, that this is one i word that 
cannot be applied to him. 

Women’s ski jumping, Rogge 
said, must be excluded from the 
Olympics because it has only 8o 
competitors worldwide. 

“If you have three medals, with 
80 athletes competing on a regular 
basis internationally, the percent¬ 
age of medal winners is extremely 
high,” Rogge said. “In any another 
sport, you are speaking about hun¬ 


dreds of thousands, 
if not tens of mil¬ 
lions of athletes, at a 
very high level, com¬ 
peting for one single 
medal. We do not 
want the medals to 
be diluted.” 

Thing is, Rogge’s 
wrong. More thani3o 
women from i6 
countries are registered with the 
International Ski Federation. Hun¬ 
dreds more compete at national 
levels. 

And Rogge’s contention that 
“hundreds of thousands, if not 
tens of millions of athletes” com¬ 
pete at high levels in other 
Olympic sports? That’s bull. 

Has he not seen any women’s ice 
hockey in recent years? Has he no 
clue about the dearth of competi¬ 
tive women hockey players or how 


women’s hockey has become 
strictly a two-country sport? Is he 
unaware that Canada and the 
United States always meet for the 
gold medal? 

There actually may be more for¬ 
midable female ski jumpers on the 
planet than women hockey play¬ 
ers. Or male badminton players. 
Or... 

Seriously, the IOC has to 
smarten up and it must capitulate. 
It is 2008. Women deserve to ski 
jump in the Olympics. Period. End 
of story. 

Sadly, women ski jumpers are 
suing to get in to the 2010 Games 
in Vancouver. You might help 
them by signing a petition. Check 
out www.wsj2010.com. 

And don’t forget to dot the i’s.

Garcia 
threatens 
to quit 
football 

Contract issues 
bothering QB

Former CFL-turned-NFL star 
Jeff Garcia is unhappy with 
the Tampa Bay Buccaneers' 
treatment of him and is 
threatening to 
quit football. 

"It's frus¬ 
trating," the 
38 -year-old 
quarterback 
said in an in¬ 
terview. "If this doesn't work 
out and I can't get a fair con¬ 
tract offer renewal to finish 
my career, then I will seri¬ 
ously think about what my 
alternate options may be. 
And it may come to not play¬ 
ing football any more. 

"I feel like when you mis¬ 
treat people, there comes a 
time ... when it's going to 
lead to some drastic deci¬ 
sions." 

Garcia, a former all-star 
with the Calgary Stamped- 
ers, said he feels "taken ad¬ 
vantage of" He has one year 
left on a contract that is 
scheduled to pay him $2- 
million US, which is below 
market for a quarterback 
who was in the Pro Bowl 
after last season. 

Garcia said it would be 
"highly doubtful" that he'd 
ever return to the CFL. 

"Not as a player," he said. 
"Maybe as a coach, who 
knows? But I can't see myself 
playing in the CFL again."

Moose sticking with blueprint 


Rebuilding team 
expects to contend 
again in 3 years

A sour end to a boom-or-bust 
season isn't deterring the 
Halifax Mooseheads — 
they're sticking with a build¬ 
ing approach that has yet to 
land them a QM JHL champi¬ 
onship. 

The Mooseheads will stay 
the course with a three-year 
cycle in which the first two 
seasons are spent competing 
— not ceUar-dwelhng — and 
the third campaign contend¬ 
ing.

So when the trade period 
opens this morning, don't ex¬ 
pect Patenaude to be eager to 
part with his top veterans 
such as Logan MacMillan, 
Andrew White and Mark Yet- 
man. 

MacMillan, an Anaheim 
Ducks' first-round pick, 
would be a huge catch for 
any team loading up for a 
championship. Patenaude 
said last night he is making 


and listening to trade offers, 
but doesn't want to be left 
with a team of rookies. 

"You can't sell the farm 
and not have anybody — it's 
detrimental to your young 
kids," Patenaude said. "Young 
kids have to be led by exam¬ 
ple, and some players would 
end up playing on the first 
line before they're capable of 
doing that."

FEEL-GOOD STORY.

Spanish road trip 
featured actress 
and famous chef 

AN EMMY-WINNlNG com- 

edy writer is suing the pro¬ 
ducer of a TV series about 
a Spanish road trip by U.S. 
celebrity chef Mario Batali 
and actress Gwyneth Pal¬ 
trow, saying he was never 
paid for weeks of work. 

Ben Karlin, a former 
head writer for Comedy 
Central’s The Daily Show 
with Jon Stewart and co¬ 
writer of Stewart’s America 
(The Book), sued Frappe Inc 
on Tuesday in New York 
state court for around 
$500,000 in damages and 
compensation. 

In 2007, Frappe’s presi¬ 
dent, Charles Pinsky, ap¬ 
proached Karlin to 
“conceptualize and over¬ 
see” a companion book to 
the series, Spain...on the 
Road Again, according to 
the lawsuit. 

The series records a “cul¬ 
tural and gastronomic tour 
through Spain” by Batali 
and Oscar winner Paltrow 
and will premier on PBS 
TV stations in the fall, the 
lawsuit said. 

But Karlin, who said he 
travelled twice to Spain 
after Pinsky approved his 


concept for the book, said 
Pinsky delayed giving him 
a signed contract for 
months and then dis¬ 
missed him without pay. 

Pinsky’s lawyer, Leslie 
Ben-Zvi, said Karlin was 
misrepresenting the facts. 

“We will vigorously de¬ 
fend this lawsuit, includ¬ 
ing the good names of 


Charles Pinsky and Mario 
Batali,” he said. 

Karlin said his role was 
poorly explained to others 
involved with the project. 
He said he clashed with 
Batali, who believed that 
Karlin was charged with 
writing the book, rather 
than overseeing its cre¬ 
ation, the lawsuit said. 


“Batali, claiming preoc¬ 
cupation with other ven¬ 
tures, also refused to 
contribute substantial ma¬ 
terial to the book, despite 
Pinsky’s assurances other¬ 
wise, and there was no in¬ 
dication that any 
contribution from Paltrow 
was forthcoming,” the law¬ 
suit said. REUTERS 



Soccer hero Pele 
grants biography 


TELEVISION Brazilian soc¬ 
cer hero Pele has given his 
approval to a television 
documentary that will 
offer an unprecedented 
look at his career. 

Pele's story has been re¬ 
counted in written biogra¬ 
phies, but the producers said 
this marks the first time he 
has granted anyone "such 
unparalleled access" to pro¬ 
duce a TV documentary. The 
documentary will focus on a 
specific time in Pele's soccer 
career. 

Pele, born Edison Arantes 
do Nascimento, began play¬ 
ing for Santos Futebol Clube 
when he was 15 , joined the 
Brazilian national team at 16 
and led Brazil to the first of 
three World Cup champi¬ 
onships at 17 .

Argyle showcases summer 


Gallery focuses on 
season’s highlights

Summer may only be teas¬ 
ing Halifax residents, 
with days alternating be¬ 
tween crisp and beach, 
but the season is already 
heating up at Argyle Fine 
Art. 

The gallery is launching 
two exhibits today featur¬ 
ing scenes from sandy 
shores, cottage vacations, 
people in bikinis, and just 
a hint of summer showers. 

“The rainy day paintings 
are fun, because they re¬ 
mind me of Halifax,” said 
Sara Caracristi, who is ex¬ 
hibiting with painter Luke 
Naylor at Argyle Fine Art. 

Like her past work, 
Caracristi’s paintings in¬ 


clude people who have 
been removed from their 
surroundings. They exist 
against an empty canvas, 
with only 
their shad¬ 
ows reveal¬ 
ing a hint of 
the ground 
beneath 
them. 

Her work 
is still 
painted 
from an 
overhead 
view, but instead of being 
high up, the artist’s van¬ 
tage point has been low¬ 
ered, revealing more of 
her subject. 

“It all depends on what 1 
climb up on. In this case, 1 
was on a pier, so it was 
high, but not as overhead 
— more from a distance,” 
she said. “You get to see 
more of their body lan¬ 


guage, and that is what 1 
like.” 

While the backgrounds 
are missing from 

Caracristi’s 
work, the 
faces of Nay¬ 
lor’s subjects 
lack detail — 
instead re¬ 
vealing only 
a sense of 
emotion. 

“1 went 
through a se¬ 
ries where 1 
painted the faces, but 1 
found people got tied-up 
in who the person is,” said 
Naylor. “If 1 leave the faces 
more generalized, it lets 
people relate to the paint¬ 
ings a bit more.” 

The faces may be blank, 
but the works are which 
with familiarity. There are 
scenes of summer carni¬ 
vals, days spent at the 


beach or cottage, and 
walks along the Halifax 
waterfront. 

“1 try to think in terms 
of what is local to the Mar- 
itimes and our way of life; 
cottage scenes, shorelines 
and things like that. And 
then, tie those to univer¬ 
sal themes like isolation, 
loneliness and the passage 
of times.” 

Naylor — who also has 
work in the hockey show 
at the Art Gallery of Nova 
Scotia — paints some from 
memory. Others are cre¬ 
ated using photographs 
taken from his family 
album. 

“People have said ‘That 
painting look’s familiar,’ 
but they have never seen 
that painting before ... 

— which is what 1 am 
going for. (So) people have 
these experiences or 
memories.”

Hollywood’s *glass 
closet’ cracking? 


HOLLYWOOD’S “glass 
closet” may not be shat¬ 
tered, but with stars such as 
Fllen DeGeneres and TR. 
Knight openly out and 
shows like “The L Word” 
proving popular in recent 
years, insiders say being gay 
or lesbian is no longer a ca¬ 
reer breaker for celebrities. 

The California Supreme 
Court Wednesday gave a 
final approval for gay mar¬ 
riages in the state, clearing 
the way for talk show host 
DeGeneres and her girl¬ 
friend of four years, actress 
Portia de Rossi, to marry as 
planned. 

Last week actress Lindsay 
Lohan, 21, was the subject 
of widespread talk in 
celebrity magazines that 
she was having a lesbian af¬ 
fair with friend Samantha 
Ronson, prompting some in 
Holl5m^ood to encourage her 
to go public with the rela¬ 
tionship. 

If she did, it might not 
hurt her career, as it most 
definitely would have only a 
few years ago. In fact, say 


many gay Holl5m^ood play¬ 
ers, it has not hurt theirs. 

“After publicly coming 
out, 1 haven’t noticed a dif¬ 
ference,” Grey’s Anatomy 
star TR. Knight told Reuters 
at an event to celebrate gay 
marriage in West Holly¬ 
wood. 

But Knight, who was 
forced by a colleague to dis¬ 
close publicly he was gay, 
noted he had a steady job, 
which cannot be said for 
others. 

Actor Rock Hudson kept 
his homosexuality a secret 
for decades for fear it would 
hurt his ability to win lead¬ 
ing-man roles. His death to 
AlDS-related illness in 1985 
shocked Americans, and 
when DeGeneres publicly 
came out in the late 1990s 
it caused a media sensation. 

But by early this decade, 
TV show Will & Grace, 
about the lives of a gay man 
and straight woman, had 
become a critical and audi¬ 
ence hit, a sign of increas¬ 
ing public acceptance. 

Still, experts say a “glass 


closet” exists for some ac¬ 
tors, but because many 
openly gay celebrities such 
as Knight, DeGeneres, De 
Rossi and Rosie O’Donnell 
are breaking barriers that 
have stood for years, that 
closet is cracking. 

llene Chaiken, creator 
and executive producer of 
“The L Word,” the popular 
lesbian-themed show on the 
cable channel Showtime, 
said Hollywood’s attitude 
toward gay content has im¬ 
proved and that soon any 
gay “stigma” will be irrele¬ 
vant. 

“Our kids think it’s ab¬ 
surd gay people can’t get 
married, and by the time 
they are the dominant con¬ 
sumer culture, most of 
these issues are going to be 
non-issues,” she said. 

Film and TV fans are 
more likely to warm to a les¬ 
bian actress than a gay 
actor, the experts said, how¬ 
ever. Women are less likely 
to feel threatened by a les¬ 
bian woman.
